Lt. Donald H. White, 
who has been a prisoner of war of the Germans since March. 1944. 

The first letter dated April 30. the day after his liberation, stated 
that he was well, feeling fine and glad to be in Allied hands. The 
second letter dated May 17 stated he was now out of Germany and 
"if everything went smoothly he weuld be home within three weeks 
or sooner." 

Last 'Thursday the Red Cross* Lt. E. L. Langc, Jr., Haverford 



reported Lt. White liberated. He 
was shot down on March 26. 1944 
and after three months in the 
hospital, was sent to Stalag Luft 
No. Three where he remained un- 
til January of this year. He was 
then sent to Moosburg. Germany, 
where he was located at the time 
of liberation.

Knox had not received 
his fire prevention pamphlet when 
the fire occured. 

Knox's wife and three children 
were driven out by the fire. Knox 
is grandson of the late Sen. Phil- 
ander Chase Knox and his wife is 
the former Beltie Francis Mc- 
Knight. 

The Union Fire Company of 
Bala-Cynwvd and the West Man- 
ayunk Fire Company battled the 
fire for two hours before they, 
brought it under control. Hose- 
man Joseph Reilly of the West 
Manayunk company suffered cuts 
of the hands and was treated on the 
scene. 

Publication of the fire preven- 
tion pamphlet entitled "Fire" is 
an outgrowth of the fatal Haver- 
ford fire last Winter when four 
members of the Morrissey family 
lost their lives. On the front it 
lists all the fire calls and contains 
a foreword by Harvey W. Benson, 
fire marshal of Lower Merion 
Township.

State Borough Government Origin 
Found To Be Over 1,000 Years Old 



Narberth's celebration this year 
of its fiftieth anniversary on be- 
coming a borough brings forth the 
questions of the origin of the term 
borough, the origin of the borough 
form of government which has had 
an existence for more than 1.000 
years and the history of the "bor- 
ough in Pennsylvania. 

Dr. H. F. Alderfer. director of 
the Bureau of Municipal Affairs for 
the state of Pennsylvania, has 
dealt with the subject in an article 
"Pennsylvania Borough Have an 
Ancient Lineage" from the April 
bulletin of the Department of In- 
ternal Affairs. 

Following are excerpts from the 
article: "The borough was found in 
England long before the Norman 
invasion in 1066. Originally it was 
call burh. the Anglo-Saxon desig- 
nation fQr a walled town or forti- 
fleld place a distince from vill 
which was an open village. ... 

After 1066. William the Cdnauer- 
or divided the existing boroughs 
among • his royal domains and 



those he gave to his baron chiefs. 
He did. however, especially recog- 
nize London and give it a charter 
and protection in its accustomed 
liberties. This was the first charier 
issued by a king of an English 
borough, although there is a rec- 
ord of such a document given to 
a French commune about 30 years 
earlier. . . . 

Charters Standardized 

By the 15th century the Eng- 
lish borough charters had become 
fairly standardized. First they gave 
to the borough the status of a 
corporation, that is, a person in 
the eyes of the law. . . . Second 
they granted valuable financial 
concessions. . . .Third the burghers, 
as the inhabitants were known, 
were granted the right to choose 
their own officials. In this man- 
ner, common councils came into 
prominence alongside of the execu- 
tive officers appointed by the king 
or feudal lord.

Information On Spotted Fever Offered 
f\s Disease Danger Season Approaches 



With the coming of Spring and 
Summer the Board of Health of 
Lower Merion Township, in ac- 
cordance with the custom of the 
past, is calling the attention of 
our citizens to the seasonal danger 
of Rocky Mounain Spotted Fever 
which results from tick bites. 

Spotted Fever is acquired by 
man from the bite of an infected 
tick commonly known as (he "dog 
tick." The increasing number of 
cases yearly reported to the Pub- 
lic Health Service probably doesn't 
represent a spread of the disease 
but an increasing recognition of it. 

In order that information con- 
cerninR Spotted Fever may be more 
widely disseminated, the Public 



Health Service has prepared a list 
of questions and answers to fam- 
iliarize the public with the disease. 

1-Q. I have just removed a tick 
from my child. Where and how can 
I determine if this tick is infected? 

A. If the tick is infected with 
spoted fever fin the mose severely 
infected areas such as Montana, 
only about one tick in 300 is cap- 
able of infecting man) and has 
bitten a person, that individual 
will contract spotted fever before 
the laboratory procedures can be 
completed. Therefore, it is of no 
value to attempt laboratory tests 
to see whether a given tick is in- 
fected, as far as the individual is
